WHITELAW REID, 
U.S. AMBASSADOR, 
DIES IN LONDON 


Succumbs to Pulmonary Oedema 
at Dorchester House, His 
Winter Residence. 


HOTABLE GAREER IS CLOSED 


He Became Power in Politics: 
Honored by Government. 


LONDON. Dee. 15.—Whitdlaw Reld, the 
American apbeesador to Great Britain since. 
1905, died at his Lonéon residence, Dorches- 
ter house, shortly after noon today from pul- | 
monary cedema. 

The end was quiet peaceful. Mrs. Reid 
and their daughter, Mrs. Jéhn Hubert Ward, 
were at the bedside. 

The ambassador had been unconscious 
ince 9 o'clock in the morning, and at inter- 
vals during the previous twenty-four hours 
he hed been slightly delirious as « result 
of the drugs administered to induce sleep. 


Pulmonary G@dema Causes Death. 

Sir Thomas Barlow, physician to the king, 
| who Was called in last week when’Mr. Reid's 
llimess became acute, and his regular physi- 
cian, Dr. William Hale White, issued the fol- 
lowing bulletin,as to the cause of death: 

A fértnight ago the American ambassa- 
dor had a slight bronchial attack similar 
to others from which he had suffered at 
considerable intervals. On Wednesday 
jast asthma supervened and the asth- 
matic’ paroxysems became very severe, 
leading to extreme exhaustion. 

It was hoped that he might rally, as no 
pneumonic symptoms 
With difficulty the paroxyems of asthme 

“were got under control, but Sunday morn- 
ing the exhaustion became extreme, and 
he @e@ from pulmonary @dema at 12:10 
Pp. mM. 


King and Queen Notified. 

The Hon. John Hubert Ward notified the 
staff of the embassy when the patient began 
to sink and when death came he.-sent word 
to the king and queen at Buckingham palace. 
the Queen Mother Alexandra at Sandring- 
ham, and the officials at the court. 

Ajmost immediately the king sent his 
equerry, Sir Harry Legge, to exprese the 
condolences of himself and the queen. Dur- 
img the afternoon messages conveying the 
warmest sympathy were received from the 
Queem Mother Alexandra and other mem- 
bers of the royal family. court officials, mem- 
bers of the government and of the various 
embessies ahd legations, while many who 
had heard the news of the ambassador's death 
for who had seen the flase at half mast on 
Dorchester house called at the embassy. 


Son Notified by Wireless. 

A wireless message was aleo sent to Ogden 
Reid, eon of the ambaesador, who left New 
York yesterday in the hope of reaching his 
‘father’s bedside before death. 

The body will be sent home and probably 
will be interred in Sleépy Hollow, but the 
details will not be decided upon until some 
communication is received from Ogden Reid 
and it is learned what action the British gov- 
ernment may desire to take. 

Mrs. Reid hopes to sall on Saturday next 
gh ould ‘her son reach Bngiand in tiine to ac- 
company her, but fn all probability the gov- 
ernment “will “place @ warship at the disposal 
of the family for the transport of the body 
of the ambaseador to the Unfted States. 


Failed to Conquer Cold. 

While Mr. Reid's condition had been serious 
only since Thureday, and he had been con- 
fined to the house for only a fortnight, his 
fliness. really dates from Pie return from 
| New York last February, after his visit there 
for the purpose of entertaining the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught. 

Om the voyage he contracted a cold. to 
which tHe was sueceptible, and found great 
@ifficulty in shaking it off. When he did 
he wae for a time quite feeble. His Triends 
noticed a great change. Still he insisted 
upon going to the embassy every day and 
carrying on his teavy correspondence both 
there and at home. 

However, Mr. Reid made a considerable re- 
covery and during the London season, May, 
June, and July, was active. and with Mrs. 
Reid gave the usua! entertainments for which 
they had made Dorchester house famous. 


* ## Recent Trip to United States. 


When August came the ambassador went 
to Harrogate to take thecure. In September 
he made a hurried trip to the United States 
and presided at the dedication of the New 
Education buliding at Albany. He returned 
to England somewhat fatigued, but no anx- 
lety was felt over hiscondition. 

However, on Oct. 31, he went to Wales and 
delivered an address on Thomas Jefferson at 
the University college, and from that time 
guffered from colds. 

Mr. Reid continued to carry on his heavy 
correspondence, and signed official docu- 
ments as late as Wednesday. 


Social Duties Taxed Strength. 

Whitelaw Reid, who came to England in 
1905, passed some busy yeare here. The 
a@iplormetice duties are not #0 heavy in Lon- 
gon as at some posts, but socially the Amert- 
¢an ambdeseador is much in demand, and is 
more frequently called upon to deliver 
speeches and addresses than the other am- 
bessadors. 

Mr. Reid gave much time to his addresses 
and his work began long before other men in 
bis position would be set. He dictated to 
his secretary or wrote for several hours 
before ving 66 the exsbaney. 

Untij the last, be was active in Nierary

The date for the marriage has not been 
definitely set, but it is er to be late 
next month. 

Mr. Shepard is an active railroad man, whe 


is assistant to President B. F. Bush of the © 


Gould lines, Missouri Pacific, Iron Mountain, 
and Denver and Rio Grande. 

Miss Gould is 44 years old. Her flancé is 45. 

The dnnouncement of the engage ment was 
made teday by George J. Gould at his home, 
Georgian Court, Lakewood, N. J. Mr. Gould 
gave out merely this formalstatement: 

“Mr. and Mrs. George J. Gould announce 
the engagement of their sister, Mise Helen 
Miller Gould, to Finley J Shepard of St. 
Louis.” 

Mr. Gould smilingly declined to give any de- 
talls concerning the engagement or the plans 
for the wedding, saying, “ There wil} be noth- 
ing more, except that this engagement is 
most pleasing to Miss Gould and myself.” 


‘Miss_Gould Keeps Silence. 

Miss Helen Gould end other members of 
the family were equally’reticent. Mise Gould 
had just returned from a drive to her heme 
at 579 Fifth avenue this evening, when she 
received a request for the details of her 
engagement. She asked her friend, Mra, 
Edward R. Shaw, who lives with her, to re 
turn this reply: 

“I thank the press most cordially for its 

good wishes, ‘but I do not care to give out 
any information now except to say that Mr. 
Shepard is connected with railroad interests 
in the west.”’ 
_ Frank J. Gould and Edwin Gould referred 
all inguirers to George J. Gould at Lake 
wood, who had contented himself with the 
brief announcement of the engagement.

Miss Gould, they sald, was happy and was 
much engaged in the preparations fer the 
weddin:, which will be celebrated in this 
city In Jenuary.

Engagement Surprise to Friend, 

The engagement of Miss Gould was a great 
surprise to many friends and acquaintances 
of the Goulds, because of the notion that had 
existed that Miss Gould was too busy «@ 
worn to entertain sulttors. It wag sald she 
hed refused numerous offers from Americans 
as well as from noblemen of Europe. 

The ‘romance had its beginnings in June. 
1911, when President Benjamin F. Rush of 
the Missouri Pacific and allied Gould raiil- 
ways made Finley J.-Sheperd an executive 
of the operating department of these roads. 

The pleasant ecquaintanceship formed by

y Miss GOULD’S LIFE HISTORY. 
In the thumbnail sketch of Helen Miller 
Gould in “ Who's Who in America” her 
dcecupation is given as a philanthropist, and 
it te as a philanthropist that Miss Gould 
thas become most widely known, Made 
Wealthy by her’father, and with the dis- 
position to spend most of her time heiping 
‘others, the range of Miss Gould's charities 
has been wide. 

‘Miss Gould was born on June 20, 1868, which 
makes her 44 years old. She was the third 
child and the first daughter of the late Jay 
Gould. She was born in the old Gould house 
at 457 Fifth avenue, and grew up there. 

‘Ae @ girl she was quiet and studious, and 
has been s0 the rest of her life. This de- 
gcription of her was written by one who went 
t® school with her: 

_“ She was never late, she never failed in 
fier lessons; her deporiment was always ex- 

ry; she never talked in study hours; 

ever hid candy in her desk, and alwaye re- 

ied upon her own alillity, not the ability 
of others, when examination time came 
eround. Her great point was industry. She 
could not have been more thorough, more 
conscientious, more studious. She wore a 
simple little dark cloth frock, not expensive 
end with no pretensions to being stylich.”’ 


| Ignored All Society Events. 

The same characteristics which were evi- 
Geneed in her school days were shown later 

life. Instead of joining her brothers and 
sisters in society Miss Gould contented her- 
gelf with studying quietly in the home of 
her father. She began her work in charity 
as soon as she was out of her teens, quietly 
and thoughtfully, and where personal ap- 
plication would do more good ‘she preferred 
to do that. - 

Before Jay Gould, her father, died. Miss 
Gould seldom headed a charity list, and 
even since his death, when she had a large 

fortune at her own disposal, most of her 
benefactions have been done quietly and in 
euch a way that few wotvld know of them. 

‘Jay Gould died in 1892. To Miss Helen 
Gould he left $10000.000, the Gould home 
on Fifth avenue. New York, and all it con- 
tained, and provided $6.000 a month besides 
for her household expenses. Of all of his 
. Children Miss Helen received more than any 
except George Gould, who took charge of his 
father’s business for the last twelve years 
thet Jay Gould lived, and consequently re- 
ceived $15,000,000, 


Opens Fresh Air Farm. 
Miss Gould continued her charity work ona 
wide,.but not large scale. Soon after her 
father died she opened a fresh air farm for 
cripples at Woody Crest, near Tarrytown, 
where she lived most of the time in Lynd- 
‘hursta magnificent home which her father 
had bulit. This farm was not an ambitious 
charity. It cared for a score or more of 
‘crippled children, most of whom Miss Gould 
bad met in personal contact in making her 
ous rounds for oharity: — 
In twenty years it has grown in size. In 
Miss Gould meade her first large gift, 
h attracted widespread attention. It 
Was a gift cf a library building to the uni- 
versity of the City of New York. This cost 
$310,000 and from that point on Miss Gould's 
charities began to become known through 
country. . 
hen for a time the newspapers through 
b country would publish every little while 
a story with a heed, “ Helen Gould Gives 
$10,000," or “Miss Gould Maes Present.” 


| Gave $100,000 Defense Tund. 
en in 1898 came the Spanish-American 
. Miss Gould is intensely patriotic, aiso 
puritanical, and here was a war cause for 
which a woman with money could do a iot. 
After communicating with President McKin- 
hey, Miss Gould sent a check for $100,000 
“ for use in the present difficulty with Spain.” 
‘The money was accepted by the government. 
But Miss Gould’s work for ber country dur- 
ing the war did not stop atthis. She made 
other contributions, mostly for relief pur- 
poses. She gave $25,000 to the Women's War 
Relief association to buy supplies for the men 
at’ and: Point after she had made two 
ts to the camp. She also paid a visit to 
‘Wintoff and personally came into con- 
cake with the men in her work of relief, All 
told, she donated $50,000 for relief purposes: 
‘@uring the war. 
In 1900 Miss Gould gave $100,000 for the 
bullding of the hall of fame of the New York 
university. 


_ . Helper of Small Charities. 

Miss Gould has always been ready to help 
put in a small charity if she believed that it 
Wes a good one. Before she would give any 
aid, however, it was necessary that she be 
satisfied of the worth of the charity. She 
kept a staff of secretaries to look over her 
mail, and some weeks the demands made on 
her for money for fake or worthy charities 
aniounts to $3,000,000. | 

Some of her other charities have been the 
donation of a building to the Lyndhurst club 
in Tarrytown, a number of prizes for essays 
on Bible history, and a home for the Ameri-

Target of Letter Writers. 

Miss Gourd has always been a favorite 
target of letter writing cranks. Some of 
these writers simply attempt to get money 
out .of her; some have proposed marriage. 
while some have contained threats. A secre- 
tary who worked with her two years said 
that in that time Miss Gould received be- 
tween 300 and 400 threatening letters. 

In some instances the writers have fol- 
lowed the letters up by putting in an appear- 
ance at Tarrytown. Some of these have been 
shoded away on the next train by the police, 
but it has been necessary to have a few, the 
most violent ones, locked up. 

Miss Gould has received on an average 
1500 begging letters a week. , The letters 
from cranks are not shown to her, but are 
disposed of by her secretary as soon as they 
are read. Of the letters containing appeals 
for help, some which are obviously the work 


of professional letter writers are thrown 


away, and of the 1.600 letters not more than 
100 or so receive Miss Gould’s personal at- 
tention. The others, coming under certain 
classifications, are cared for by the secretary. 


Engagement Reports Denied. 

Miss Gouid has been reported as engaged 
on several occasions, but these other an- 
noyncements have never reéeived verifica- 
tion from any member of the family. Just 
after Jay Gould died it was said that Miss 
Helen Gould was planning to minarry Harry 
Woodruff, an actor. This received authori- 
tasive denial from the members of her 
family. & ‘ 

Later a report spread that Alonzo Potter, 
son of Bishop Potter, was to marry Miss 
Gould, but this report also proved to be false. 
In 1903 came a report from Paris that the 
Duc de Looz-et-Corswarem hau announced 
his engagement to her, but this put him in 
tue crank class, as Miss Gould denied eVer 
having known the duke. 

' Last summer a good deal of unpleasant ho- 
torlety attached itself to Miss Gould because 


a preacher in a small town in Colorado said 


he had just received a letter from Miss Gould 
in which she said: 

“If I had found a suitable mate I Rater 
have spent my money if a different way and 
a way which might not have done as much 
good as.it is now.” 

Miss Gould sent an emphatic denial that she 
had written this letter in defense of bachelor 
maids, and the letter credited to her was 
finally called a forgery, although the minis- 
ter never produced the letter.

Miss Gould has been the recipient of many 
honors from a number of sources. She has 
always been partial to the navy, particularly 
to the naval branch of the Y. M.C, A. Mem- 
bers of the organization gave her a loving cup 
two years ago.

Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 15.—Horace Kearny, 
the young Kansas City aviator. who tried to 
master land and sea in a hydroaeroplane 
flight from Los Angeles to San Francisco, 
lost his fight with the elements, and, with 
his passenger, Chester Lawrence, a Los An- 
geles newspaper man, almost certainly Was 
drowned in the Pacific ocean. 

A pontoon of the hydroaeropiane Snookums 
was picked up late today by a motor boat 
off Redondo beach and towed into Santa 
Monica by a party of fishermen, and thirty 
hours’ continuous esearch for Kearny and 
Lawrence hes been without result. 

Efforts at organized search have been 
abandoned. Charles Day, who built Kearny’s 
machine, went down to Santa Monica, and 
looked at the pontoon. He identified it as 
the one he had put on the Snookums. 

Engine trouble, Day said, probably drove 
the men to the surface of the sea, which, 
smooth for months at a time, had begn lashed 
for three daye by a thirty mile gale. 

A swell; Day believe, wrenched from the 
machine the pontoon which has been re- 
covered. This unbalanced the whole thing 
and probably threw the men Into the water 
or dragged them down in a sudden capsize. 

Two men and a boy who were in the basket 
of a captive balloon that was parted from 
its cable at Venice, a seashore resort, by a 
thirty mile gale, were reecued today four 
miles out at sea.

“In the second place, if it should be de- 
cided that separate schools only were to re- 
ceive state aid for vocationa! education, an 
unfortunate condition might well result. It 
is highly improbable that the older schools 
would relinquish this work without a strug- 
gle, and.a competition would arise for the 
same pupils, especially for children between 
14 and 16 years of-age. 

“ The consequent professional jealousy be- 


tween the two competing boards would make 
}extremely difficult the desirable articulation 


between the vocational traiy ing and the gen- 
eral education upon which it is, or should be, 


Against Separate Board, 


“In the third place, it is believed complete 
separation in administration will tend to de- 
feat its own purpose through failure to at- 
tract the: pupils who most need the srecial- 
ized instruction. It is the common experi- 
ence of workers.in this field that the parents 
of such children have an unshaken confidence 
in the democratic character of the ‘ regular ’ 
public school, and that many would refuse 
to let their children leave this school, which 
they believe offers ‘ equal opportunity to all,’ 
and enter a school which appears to be or- 
Zanized merely to teach children how to 
work. _ 

“Where all his work is under e roof 
or One Management, and where alith pupils 
form one studept body, the specialize voca- 
tional werk will prove more attractive to 
those who can profit by it. 

**In the fourth place, if these vocational 
schools are separated from the existing pub- 
lic schoo! system, it will be difficult, if not 
impossible, to remove from them the stigma 
of being schools solely for tle laboring 
classes. Furthermore,-the union of the vo- 
cational-and the general schools under one 


‘| administration would make swmer the train- 


ing for citizenship and general ‘rtelligence 
which should belong to all voce nal train- 
ing. 


Points to Higher Education. 


“ Im the fifth place, the experie sce of higher 
educational institutions. during the last 
thirty years has proved conclusively that 
the separate department in the university— 
as, for example, the departmer + of agricul- 
ture, medicine, or law—is vastl) more effi- 
cient than the separate agricult .ral college, 
Or medical school, or law schoo!. 

“It is contended that the same principles 
apply to iower schools, and that agricultural 
and indusirial education within th. schrol 
system will be superior to sin ‘lar types of 
training given in schools admi <‘ered inde- 
pendently. 

“In the sixth place, it is i: ortant to 
recall that in many forms the vocational 
motive has appeared in the An -rican public 
School within the last few years, and has 
been active and effective. It is not too much 
to say that this motive has been among 
the most important educational] rfluences in 
determining the growth of our school work. 
It is of the utmost importance that it should 
not lose its influence and that the educational 
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oineth which it has started should not be eft ure as the only bill to be presented at Spring- 


checked. . 

‘‘But almost invariably the separation of 
schools for vocational training from the ad- 
ministration of the public school system 
must tend to confine the action of this motive 
to these separate schools. Grants of money 
for vocational work would be inevitably ear- 
marked for the vocational schools, and the 
whole force of a formal and academic tradi- 
tion would be so strengthened as to threaten 
this new life within the schools. 


Cites Massachusetts Plan. 


* And, finally, the existing public schools 
need the great popular interest which is now 
impelling the vocational education move- 
ment. The public school system is good in 
proportion as it holds the respect and interest 
of all classes of people. Without the regen- 
erating influence of the struggle to keep (he 
school close to the needs of the people, it 
must inevitably. become, even more than its 
critics deem it to be today, a dispenser of 

a leisure class, formal and ‘ academic’ edu- 
cation. ’ e 

“Instead of shunting this popular interest 
into the narrow channels of a separate voca- 
tional system, it should be utilized to keep 
vigorous the whole institution of public in- 
struction. and enable it progressively to ad- 
just itself to the changes needed. 

‘The experience of Massachusetts is en- 
lightening.. Starting in 1906, with statuies 
requiring both a separate state board and 
separate local boards of vocational educa- 
tion, that commonwealth is now administer- 
ing this education under the regular state 
poard of education, and the state board is 
establishing all new schools only in céopera- 
tion with the regular local school authori- 
ties.” 


Two Important Features, 


It should be noted also that the commit- 
tee’s bill presents two important features not 
found in.the other bills, namely: 

It puts a definite responsibility on the 
state authorities to investigate, to aid in 
the introduction of, and to foster voca- 
tional education. 

It permits local communities to estab- 
lish elther voluntary or compulsory day- 
continuation schools. In other words, it 
is permissive in ita nature, leaving the 
features of compulsion optional with the 
local community. 

The measure itself expresses the results 
of wide educational experience in this 
country. It erabodies provisions taken;from 
the icgislation of Maine, Massachusetts, New 
York, Wiscensin, and Ohio. 

It has taken certain features trém the 
Cooley bill and from a provisional draft of 
the measur: 
the state superintendent of education, Mr. 
Blair.

FOR THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 

Mr. Borden’s naval policy has been 
worked out to the satisfaction of British im- 
perialists; the contribution of battleships 
built in England and paid for by Canada 
supplants the Laurier program for a Cana- 

_ dian navy, and the dominion takes its place 
with the other states of the empire which 
are resolved to pay their money to imperial 
defense, | 

There is English criticism of the program, 
objecting that the contributions cannot be 
regarded as voluntary on the part of the 
people, and holding that they, therefore, rep- 
resent an unfortunate deviation from the 
prudential policy adopted for the empire 
after the American revolution—that of not 
supplementing national resources by direct 
levies on colonies. 

The American colonists refused to tolerate 
a policy which, if tactfully advanced, would 
havé recommended itself to any political 
body other than one organized, as was the 
American, in & determination to find and 
enjoy separate and independent national con- 

Americans declined to support 

by direct tax even the British troops quar- 
tered in the colonies for the defense of the 
colonies.

defense of the empire, and super-cautious 
men in England regard it as an unwise policy

THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA. 

The failure of the administration to recog: 
nize the republican government of China 
has aroused the surprise of a good many of 
our people. In his statement of Dec. 3 
President Taft expressed sympathy with the 
effort of the Chinese people to establish a 
republic, but explains the failure to recog- 
nize the new government by saying that he 
peefers to await the results of the election 
to be held in January. This is cold comfort. 
The government is established, it has been 
working since last February, and the elec- 


whether the go’ ernment is to be continued 
republican, but who shall operate its ma- 
chinery in bebalf of the people. 

The explanation seems hardly sufficient. 
The refusal to recognize the republican gov- 
ernment is virtually to coJperate with its 
opponents. Russia is acting more or less 
openly against it; and would undoubtedly 
like to see it fail. Our position strengthens 
her efforts. Moreover, we have thrown in 
eur lot in the matter of loans with the so- 
called “ financial group” of powers. That 
ig to say, we have taken the same view as 
they do, that our people should not lend 
money to Ohina unless the Chinese govern- 
ment will turn over to foreigners revenues 
and their expenditure. This would be to 
abrogate its functions, and such a demand 
is unworthy of the United States. Its effect 
is to weaken and not tostrengthen the spread 
of demecratic government. 

When the “dollar diplomacy ” of the state 
department has been criticised, the reply has 
been that in the opinion of the department 
international friendship can be best pro- 
moted by commercial intercourse. Some- 
times it can, especially when the advantages 
of the commercial intercourse are not all or 
mainly on one side. Sometimes, however, 
good relations can be promoted by the estab- 
lishment of other than commercia! relations. 
Sympathy with the ideals of a people who 
are striving to better themselves, such codp- 
eration as will prevent their enemies from 
strangling their new ideals, and a declara- 
tion that we are on the side of their aspira- 
tions will sometimes do far more than even 
“dollar diplomacy.” There are other rela- 
tions between nations than those of trade. 

One cannot help thinking.that we would 
stand better in the eyes of the world, would 
be more helpful to the Chinese people, and 
‘would be truer to ourown ideals of democra- 
cy if we should promptly recognize the new 
| government. With all respect to the sin- 
cerity of purpose of our present state depart 
ment, one cannot help ) feeling that it isa far 
ery from the policy of Burlingame to that of 
Knox,

One of: the most important functions of 
this stamp in Englaid is to provide funds 
te fight consumption. Our government pro- 
vides no such stamp. But charity in this 
matt.r, as in numerous others, is the fore- 
runner of government. It has seen the 
need and recognized the merit of the stamp 
as the machine for supplying it. 

The stamps are called Red Oross seals. 
As they bave no legal standing, the term 
seal is used in prder that they may mot be 
confused with governmental! stamps. That 
no one may think them capable of doing the 
work of a postage stamp, they must not be 
attached to the front or address side of \):9 
envelope. 

Like the insurance stampa in England, 
the Red Cross seals make their principal 
appeal to people of moderate means. The 
combined use of then, mounts into the mil- 
lions, and the amount of money brought in 
by them from all parte of the union and for 
consumption work everywhere in the nation 
is reaching toward the half million mark. 

These figures resolve back to the use of a 
seal on a letter or package—a 1 cent contri- 
bution to the fight against consumption. 

There is no household that has wholly 
escaped consumption. There is no family 
that has not lost one or more members from 
this disease. The fight against it makes a 
universal appeal. Consumption is more of 
a drain on the family resources than any 
other disease. More. frequently than any 
other, it leaves the family financially dis- 
abled. Therefore it is appropriate that by 
the use of the seal costing a! t nothing 
a sympathizer can attest intérest in this 
cause.

Byng was executed, but Graves 
survived for many years, to render such val- 
uable services to his country that he was 
rewarded with @ peerage and an annuity of 
$5,000 a year.

“The choice of the state among 
candidates for the party nomination should 
be determined by the party voters of the 
state. The vote of the state, apart from that 
which comes to [t simply as a state, should 
be baged on the party votes cast at the last 
previous presidential election. 7 

“TI do not believe in nation wide primaries 
because I am opposed to the abolition of the 
states and of the party conventions.

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ASKS GEMMILL TO 
PROVE CHARGES 


State Factory Inspector Davies 
Resents Judge’s Attack 
on His Deputies. 


COURT REFUSES TO REPLY: 


Thinks Effort Made to Show Him 
Prejudiced So He Cannot Try 
That Kind of Cases. 


Several prosecutions for violation of the 
ten hour and child labor lawe were started 
by the factory inspector’s office several 
weeks ago in the Municipal court. The cases 


were transferred to the Court of Domestic 
' Relations by Chief Justice Harry Olson. 
After hearing evidence Judge William N. 
Gémmill asserted tn some instances the yio- 
lations merely were technical, the conditions 
had been remedied long ago, and he saw no 
reason for the sults. 

Factory Inspector Edgar T. Davies resents 
the remarks of the court ina nine e letter 
which he yesterday addressed to the judge. 
In his reply he says the criticism is unjust 
and uncalled for and requests some of the 
statements be retracted. 

Mr. Davies sass the cases were transferred 
on his request. Some of the active members 
of the Juvenile Protective association 
thought Judge Gemmill’s court was the 
proper one to hear cases regatding the wel- 
fare of children, he said. 


Says Gemmill Should Force Charges. 

Mr. Davies writes as follows: 

“In reply to your statements that most of 
these cases are of the utmost triviality, many 
of them are absurd, and some of them are 
inhuman, permit'ne to express my firm con- 
viction that if you believe what you spoke 
as a criticism against me, or this department, 
you owe it to the public service, to yourself 
@s a citizen, and much more to the dignity of 
* the office you hold, to file charges against me 
with the Dlinois Civil Service commiasion. 

“For if in any manner this department 
$s 0 inefficient as to be worthy of such casti- 
gation, or I personally am so untrue to my 
office, am so indecent as to bring before any 
se cases of the utmost triviality, absurd 

human, then I deserve to be kicked out 
of office, 


Says Public Service Needs Answer. 

“As the welfare of the public service de- 
mands an anewer to such criticism as that 
made from the bench, it makes it necessary 
_ for me to request procf of such charges, and 
ZI much prefer to have it submitted to some 
official body who has the right to look ints 
the matter. If you cannot prove your charges, 
or you find yourself in error, the welfare of 
the public service demands that you retract 
the statements as publicly as you made 
them.

Loss of Referendum Election 
Only Marks the Begin 
ning of New Fight. 


IT IS WAR OF CLASSES. 


Arguments Used by the Govern- 
ment Press Fail to Win 
Enough Votes. : 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH.D.,LL.p. 
SYDNEY—The referendum defest « aits 
heavily on the chest of labor. . labor has 
decided that, with the present division of 
legislative power between states and com- 
monwealth parliaments, the way ito a com- 
plete socialistic etate is barred, and the fight 
against private monopoly is handicapped. 

In other words, the war about the two 
referenda was not entirely over states versus 
federal rights. The issue was control of the 
commonwealth—of a commonwealth parlia- 
ment, which can do anything Dut make a 
woman aman. The significan of the 
struggle lay in the fact that it Wad a contest 
between capital and labor, that, " short, it 
was class War. 

What if the referenda had paseqd? What 
additional power would have been/ conferred 
on parliament and what would thie power 
have meant? This: Power tocreate, destroy, 
regulate, and control any corporation created 
by the commonwealth or a staté, whether 
engaged in trade and commerce within a 
single state or not; power to regulate and 


_control foreign corporations, wh 


ther en- 
' gaged in trade and commerce within a single 
' State or not. 


High Court’s Detinlee. 

The high court has held that the common- 
Wealth has no power over trade end gom- 
merce within a single state; therefore, it has 
no power over corporations engagpd in trade 
and commerce within a single state, The 
same principle applies to labor ane to monop- 
olies. 

The referendum would have rettitied that 
by giving the commonwealth power over all 
forms of Australian commerce. At present 
the commonwealth has power ovér labor, as 
decided by the high court, when! there is a 
dispute between employer and | employés. 
Otherwise the power cannot be! exercised. 
That dispute must extend va oe the limits 
of one state. 

The only meane of dealing with the dispute 
allowed to the commonwealth isa court of 
conciliation and arbitration. The court can- 
not decide disputes affecting employn cnt on 
state railways. 

With increased power the commonw :2lth 
would be able to legislate without waiting 


for a ‘‘ dispute,” except in the case of rail-° 


way servants. It would-be able to legislate 
for an industry which coes not extend be- 
yond the limits of one state; it might use 
wages boards or any other means.) The com-
